New speed limits

‘“‘massive’’ expenditure without 
necessarily reaching the people who 
need help.

Transit service in 
county expanded 


The San Bernardino Transit 
System (SBTS) has expanded 
service on the cross - county busline 
to provide hourly service from 
Montclair, Upland and Cucamonga 
to Yucaipa 13 hours a day 

In Montclair Line 14 is routed 
from Indian Hill Village to 
Montclair Plaza on Holt Boulevard 
and Central Avenue, 

Routed mainly along Arrow 
Highway in Upland and Cucamonga, 
Line 14 runs through Fontana, 
Rialto, San Bernardino, Loma Linda 
and Redlands before turning around 
in Yucaipa for the return trip. 

The Line 14 route connects with 
Montclair, Ontario - Upland, and 
Alta Loma - Cucamonga routes 
operated by the West Valley Transit 
Service Authority (WVTSA). 

A twice-a-day route deviation will 
provide direct service to Kaiser 
Steel Plant entrances.

The expanded service will be 
funded entirely from San 
Bernardino County’s share of state 
gasoline taxes freeing the cities’ 
share of the gas tax funds for 
expanded transit service within 
each city. 

Line 14 fares are 25 cents which 
includes one transfer. Student rate 
is 10 cents with a student 
identification card. Senior citizens 
and handicapped people can ride 
free with a pass issued by the 
WVTSA.

The amendments are intended to 
aid non-English-speaking citizens by 
requiring counties with large 
minorities to provide bilingual 
ballot materials. 

In a report to the council, Mrs. 
Carpenter said the total public and 
private cost of complying with the 
law will be close to $40 million in 
California this year alone. 

The amendments will cost state 
and local government 
approximately $16 million in paper 
and postage because the law 
including those who speak only 
English, she said. 

The resolution approved by the 
City Council states the procedure of 
mailing bilingual materials to every 
voter is ‘‘extremely burdensome in 
terms of cost and highly ineffective 
in terms of informing all citizens.”’ 

The resolution labels present 
requirement an ‘‘extreme waste of 
taxpayers’ funds’ and calls for 
‘‘more rational approaches to 
solving the problems’’ of non- 
English- speaking citizens. For 
instance, Mrs. Carpenter said, Inyo 
County is being required to provide 
bilingual materials for a native 
American Indian tribe which has no 
written language. 

The resolution also asks that 
agencies provide educational 
activities to inform non- English- 
speaking citizens of pending 
elections, election issues and the 
availability of bilingual ballots and 
voting information. 


The council, in approving the 
resolution, also called for adequate 
funds to be provided for all levels of 
government to cover costs of 
providing bilingual ballot materials. 

Mrs. Carpenter said federal 
legislators did not ask California 
State election officials about 
expected effects of the law. ‘‘Nor 
does the state of California receive 
one thin dime from the federal 
government to carry out the 
complicated requirements of the 
act,’ she added. 


Due to different legal 
requirements in each state, the law 
is not consistently enforced, Mrs. 
Carpetner stated and noted that 
California makes ‘‘substantially 
more effort’ to inform voters on 
election issues than 47 other states. 

The Voting Rights Act 
amendments, ‘‘adopted on a rather 
hurried basis last summer,” require 
bilingual, and in some cases 
trilingual, ballot materials in 
counties with five per cent or more 
citizens who speak a minority 
langyage, she said. Thirty-seven of 
California’s 39 counties are required 
to provide Spanish translations with 
San Francisco County also providing 
Chinese translations. 


The amendments more than 
doubled the cost of printing and 
mailing Upland’s ballot materials 
since very ballot statement must be 
printed twice, once in English and 
again in Spanish. 


Ballot translating like 
a crossword puzzle

Translating Upland’s ballot 
materials into Spanish was ‘‘almost 
like a crossword puzzle’ for Judy 
Johnston, language teacher at 
Upland High School. 

She spent 10-12 hours during 
Christmas vacation translating 
statements for Upland’s March 2 
municipal election, which is the first 
general election to be held under a 
new federal law requiring bilingual 
ballot materials for areas with iarge 
minority populations. 

Ms. Johnston enjoyed translating 
the ballot statements because it was 
like ‘‘putting the pieces together”’ in 
a crossword puzzle. 

The most difficult part was 
translating job titles, which may not 
have an exact duplicate in Spanish. 
“Some (of the titles) were really 
fancy. I wasn’t even sure what they 
meant in English,” she noted. 

Her main concern was to provide 
an accurate and understandable 
translation. She worked to keep the 
translations as simple as possible 
while still being correct and 
avoiding slang words. 

The meanings are the same in the 
translation as in the original 
although the statements could not 
always be translated word for word, 
she said. 

‘The idea of ballot translations is 





good,’ commented Ms. Johnston 
noting that local governments 
should provide a way for all citizens 
to understand ‘“‘what’s going on.” 

She suggested a follow-up study to 
determine how much the 
translations were used and whether 
the translations increased the 
number of Spanish - speaking 
voters 

Ms. Johnston who also has 
transiated educational materials for 
a bilingual educational program, 
noted that translating is much 
easier than working as an on-the- 
spot interpreter because translators 
can refer to dictionaries and don’t 
have to work so fast. 

Since she teaches English as a 
second language and bilingual 
classes, both at high school and 
adult school, Ms. Johnston has more 
contacat with non- English- 
speaking people than many 
language teachers. 


Her adult school classes three 
nights a week include Poles, 
Hungarians, and Greeks as well as 
Spanish - speaking people. ‘‘That 
program is just zooming with five or 
six new people each class,’ she 
sald. 

Adults and teenagers learning 
English are much more eager than 
the students learning Spanish.

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Health Tips 
Who gets scoliosis? 





EDITOR’S NOTE:

Scoliosis is an abnormal 
lateral curvature of the 
spine which causes a slow, 
steady change in the back 
or chest with resultant 
compression of lungs. or 
heart, and it may even 
compress the spinal cord in 




































































special severe cases. It can 
be deforming, painful and 
even deadly if not 
recognized and treated. 
Who gets scoliosis? 
Mostly girls. Eighty-five 
to 95 per cent of those 
affected with the most 
common type (idiopathic 
scoliosis) are adolescent 
females. It occurs in about 
one out of every 1,200 
persons, and evidence 
indicates that there is a 
hereditary tendency, often 
running in families. It 
usually begins to appear 
about the age of 10 or 11 but 






it can occur much earlier. It 
is frequently not recognized 
for several years after its 
onset because girls begin to 
develop modesty at this 
time and are seldom seen 
undressed by their parents. 

What happens? 

The deformity of the 
spine, from causes still not 
understood, begins as a 
slightly bending which may 
continue to bend more with 
growth and accelerate in 
severity during the growth 
spurt. If it occurs in the 
lower back, the waistline 
may become asymmetrical, 


giving the appearance of 
one hip ‘‘being too high.’ If 
it occurs in the chest, the 
ribs on one side may 
become more prominent, 
causing the scapula 
(shoulder blade) to ‘“‘stick 
out.” 

How do I recognize it? 

The best way to find out if 
you have scoliosis is to have 
your back examined by 
someone in your family or a 
school nurse. If you have an 
unequal waistline or if your 
ribs in the back are higher 
on one side when you bend 
forward, you must assume 
that you have scoliosis. As 
soon as possible, you should 


_ see a doctor who will 
’ examine you and take X- 
rays of your spine to 


confirm the diagnosis. 
What is the treatment? 
Treatment varies with 
each case. Some very mild 
curves that are not getting 
worse (and not all get 
worse) may be checked at 
three or four-month 
intervals. Examination 
alone is not sufficient. New 
X-rays are usually taken 
each time and compared 
with previous films. If these 
mild curves remain 
unchanged, no treatment is 
necessary. Moderate 
curves will be treated with 
a body cast or a brace 
which helps to keep the

spine as straight as possible 
during subsequent growth. 
This form of treatment 
continues until the skeleton 
is mature, which may mean 
three to five years in a 
brace or cast. 


Severe curves and some 
special forms of scoliosis do 
not respond to casting or 
bracing and require 
surgery. The operation 
involves a fusion of the 
curved portions of the spine 
which is then straightened 
as much as possible and 
held in position with a cast 
for about eight or nine 
months. The fusion then 
holds the spine permanently 
straighter and the patient 
can usually lead a normal 
life, without pain. Although 
the fused segment of the 
spine is more rigid, bending 
at the hips permits 
relatively normal function. 

What happens if I do not 
have treatment? 

Scoliosis that progresses 
can cause severe 
deformity, may lead to a 
painful spine in middle age 
and can shorten the life 
span. 

What are the other types 
of scoliosis? 

Many things other than 
heredity can cause 
curvature of the spine — 
including polio, muscular 
dystrophy, spinal cord 
tumor, and congenital 
defects. Your doctor will be 
able to determine whether 
or not these conditions are 

present and treat them 
accordingly.

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San Bernardino County Museum 


New ‘people’ attraction 


One quarter of a million people 
are expected to visit San Bernardino 
County’s newest ‘‘people’’ 
attraction, according to county 
Director of Museums Dr. Gerald A. 
Smith. 


The new San Bernardino County 
Museum, completed in November, 
offers visitors three stories of 
exhibits, a two-story geodesic dome 
which contains two lecture halls, 
and attractive grounds containing 
an old locomotive and caboose, ore 
cars and wagons, a cactus garden 
and other paraphenalia from the 
valley’s past. 


Nestled in an orange grove near 
the colorful Edward’s Mansion and 
clearly visible north of the San 
Bernardino Freeway in Redlands, 
the multi-million dollar museum is 
the only program in the county in 
which all people can participate, 
Smith said. 

“The whole museum movement is 
the people. It’s a service people 
want,’ he said, adding that the 
museum caters to people of all 
economic backgrounds. The 
museum was built to accommodate 
wheelchairs. One recent visitor 
toured the museum in a hospital 
bed. 


Smith heads a small museum staff 
of nine and coordinates the annual 
30,000 hours of volunteer work 
performed. 

‘‘The museum is truly a 
cooperative effort in terms of 
citizenry, federal, county and the 
City of Redlands,”’ Smith stressed, 
“especially the volunteers who 
range in age from 8 to 85.” He 
estimated that the Museum 
Association has raised $1 million in 
the last 10 years for the museum. 
Built with federal Revenue Sharing 
funds and supported by the county, 
the museum relies on volunteers

“There’s a rare opportunity here 
for a contribution. It's a new and 
growing facility,’ Smith said, 
encouraging people to help the 
museum grow. 

Although the building itself is 
complete, many of the exhibits are 
not. The Ornithology exhibit on the 
top floor is still being worked on. 
The mammals exhibit on the bottom 
floor contains many of the animals, 
like bobcats, elk, deer, bears and 
other native American species, but 
the settings, including background 
paintings and plant life of the 
animals’ natural environment, has 
not been added. 

Smith estimated that it will take 
about five years of ‘“‘hard work” by 
staff members, Museum 
Association members and 
volunteers to complete the exhibits. 

Both Smith and William Mann, 
chairman of the San Bernardino 
County Museum Commission, have 
strong feelings about the value of 
museums. 

“I think we should be spending 
more money to depict our country 
instead of helping other countries 
depict theirs,’’ Smith said. ‘‘Ours is 
a great story.” 

“I would like to see more federal 
dollars to support a larger staff. I 
think it’s pathetic and a real shame 
that we have so many people 
unemployed with so much work to 
do,’’ he added. 

‘I don’t think there’s enough 
money and effort spent on our 
heritage,’’ Mann said. ‘‘Museums 
are people things. I think we can 
learn from our past too. I’d like to 
see politicians study the past and 
maybe they wouldn’t make the same 
mistakes.”’
